LAURIER’S FIRST MINISTRY 
On this date in 1896, a new set 
of ministers were settling down 
into old chairs in the government 
buildings at Ottawa. On the pre- 
vious day the Earl of Aberdeen 
had administered the oath of 
office to a majority of the “cab- 
inet of All the Talents,” as it was 
described by an enthusiastic par- 
tisan commentator fo the time. 
Those who had assumed office 
were Sir Oliver Mowat as Min- 
ister of Justice; Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, who openly disappointed 
at not being selected for his old 
portfolio of Finance, had to be 
content with a new department, 
Trade and Commerce; Hon. R. W. 
Scott, who returned to a former 
chair as Secretary of State, for he 
had held that portfolio in the 
Mackenzie ministry, 1874-78; 
Louis H. Davies, a former pre- 
mier of Prince Edward Island, 
took hold in the Marine depart- 
ment; Fred W. Borden went to 
the Militia department where he 
was to win a knighthood and be 


recalled as the minister who 
looked after Canada’s soldiers in 
the South African war; William 


Mulock took the big chair in the 
big office of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral and began that official car- 
eer which marked him as a truly 
Empire statesman (and who still

Health and Diet Advice

paragus tips. Dinner: Tomato and celery clear 
soup; Roast veal with Melba toast dressing; String 
beans; Salad of stuffed beéts; Ice cream (small por- 
tions), 

MONDAY=Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; Applesauce. Lunch: One kind of fresh acid 
fruit. Dinner: Broiled steak; Baked eggplant and 
tomatoes; Combination salad (minced beets, car- 
rots, celery); Baked peaches with dash of whipped 
cream. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: Well-browned waffle, 
Crisp bacon; Berries. Lunch: Corn; Spinach; Salad 
of shredded lettuce. Dinner: Roast Mutton; Green 
peas; Summer squash; McCoy salad; Jello or Jell- 
Weil. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; Pine. 
apple. Lunch: Mushroom soup; Cooked buttered 
lettuce; Celery. Dinner: Baked Ham; **5-minute 
cabbage; String beans; Salad of cold cooked as- 
paragus; Baked apple. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; Toasted 
cereal biscuit; Stewed apricots. Lun¢h: Cantaloupe 
a la mode. Dinner: Roast beef; Carrots roasted 
with meat; Cooked greens; Salad of quarters cu- 
cumbers (no onion or vinegar); Dish of berries. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Dry breakfast cereal (re- 
toasted); Cream but no sugar; Stewed figs. Lunch: 
Lima beans; Okra; Salad of shredded raw spinach. 
Dinner: Baked white fish; Souffle of summer 
squash; Salad of stuffed tomatoes; No dessert. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; Crisp 
waffle; Melon. Lunch: Fresh acid Fruit of one 
kind; Ice cream. Dinner: Stuffed pork chops; 
Cooked greens; Mashed turnips; Salad of chopped 
cabbage and pineapple; Pear sauce. 

“CALIFORNIA SALAD—Prepare sections of 
grapefruit by removing all fibre. Peel an avocado, 
cut in half, and cut again into pieces similar in 
shape to the grapefruit sections. Now place a ball- 
shaped mound of cottage cheese on a plate of let- 
tuce and press into and around the sides alternate 
lengthwise sections of the grapefruit and avocado, 
pointed part first. This will leave only a little of 
the cheese showing at the top which may be garn- 
ished with anything green you prefer, such as a 
sprig of parsley, an emeraldette, or «a dash of 
whipped cream tinted with a little vegetable color- 
ing. This makes a very nourishing salad, and the 
cool green and white color scheme is attractive, 
espegially on a warm day. 

**FIVE-MINUTE CABBAGE~—Shred the desired 
amount of crisp fresh cabbage and place in a heavy 
aluminum stew pan with a small amount of boiling 
water. Do not add any fat or other seasoning. 
Cover tightly and boil vigorously for five minutes. 
Serve with butter and a little salt.

QUESTION: Mrs. G. writes: “My son who is 
six years of age has a ganglion back of his knee.

ANSWER: A ganglion is a collection of fluid in 
a tendon. I believe the best method of removing 
this would be surgery. 

QUESTION: R. R. K. writes: “Please advise me 
what to do for chronic osteomyelitis in femur. 
Has been fine since last operation two years ago 
until lately, and now it is cold and painful. I 
have to take aspirin at night to get to sleep. Will 
they affect it?” 

ANSWER: It is useless for me to attempt to 
give you any definite advice through the columns 
of this paper for a condition as serious as yours. 
Of course, you will be helped in every way through 
adopting a sensibly planned diet, but the special 
treatment for your case would depend upon a cor- 
rect diagnosis which, of course, cannot be given by 
mail. Theoretically, all sedative or hypnotic drugs 
are harmful, but there are cases when the least 
harmful ones like aspirin seem to be necessary to 
relax the body in order that one may get needed 
sleep.

The subject of good coffee is 
probably the most widely-discussed 
of the food problems. Your suc- 
cess at home entertaining may de-| 
pend to some extent on the kind | 
of coffee you serve.

First, the fact that a coffee is 
expensive doesn’t necessarily mean | 
that you'll have good coffee uf you} 
use it. The price you pay is not 
all-important. It is essential that 
you use fresh coffee, however. | 

Know approximately how many 
cups of the beverage you. are go- 
ing to need for the meal. Then al- 
low one full cup of water to each 
cup of coffee required. Use cold 
water. Allow one heaping table- 
spoonful of coffee for each cup— 
one extra tablespoonful for the 
pot. This formula always applies 
whether you use a percolator or 
make boiled coffee. 

Let the water come boil 
The minute the coffee begins com- 
ing up through the top of the per- 
colator, notice the time When 
the coffee has percolated six min 
utes (no more, nod less) remove the 
pot from the fire. 

Be sure to use a clean percola- 
tor. Don't use left-over coffee. It 
isn't good at all and will ruin the 
flavor of the freshly-made coffee

LONDON, July 14—Certain of 
the British Dominions were under- 
stood last night to be considering 
putting @ world-wide price-raising | 
program of wide scope before the 
world conference for consideration. 

This step was revealed as the 
dominions were said to be put- 
ting pressure on the British gov- 
ernment to unhitch sterling from 
the French franc and follow the 
American dollar, moderately. The

Seemingly Canada is holding

J. M. Keynes, noted British eco- 
nomist and outspoken exponent of 
“managed currency,” set to work 
with Sir Henry Strakosch of India 
to draw up the dominions’ ideas of 
what the world should do to raise 
prices. The two, with General Jan 
Smuts of South Africa and Stanley 
Bruce of Australia, held a meet- 
ing with J. H. Thomas, secretary 
of state for the dominions, to dis- 
cuss the plan inthe afternoons
